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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument is not persuasive. Applicant argued 
that Hop is not a printed publication and that one of ordinary skill cannot locate this publication, especially the article discusses the 
Guinness Time. In response, the Examiner has explained in the final rejection that although Hop does not beat the date of Applicant, Hop 
discusses a printed publication, the Guinness Time, which beats Applicant's date of filing. The Hop article does not containing anything 
new that was not disclosed in the Guinness Time regarding hop growing on vines. The Hop article merely summarized the Guinness Time, 
which dates back to 1958. Obviously the Guinness Time was made public because how else would the author of Hop article obtained it, 
especially when the author is merely an average "joe" who is fascinated in hop growing after he visited the Guinness plant in Ireland (see 
www.bygonebodiam.co.uk). The Internet site of Hop article clearly shows clipping from the Guinness Time, which is substantive evidence 
and is made public by the Hop article. Therefore, it is believe that the Hop article is a proper prior art which discussed another prior art 
dating back to 1958. The final rejection stands. Note also that the Examiner submitted Tillinghast reference, which clearly anticipates 
Applicant's invention. 
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
